Bhy Astronomers Expect to 


During the Leonid Showers with 
Their Reflecting Telescope and 
Cameras—An Outside Station to Be 
Established Six Miles from the Big 
Instrument to Get the Parallax. 


Willams Bay, Wis., Nov. 11.~ fal. 
The astronomers at the Yerkes 
will make the most of their opportunities to 
observe the great meteoric shower which will 
take place on Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday. nights, Under the direction of 
Professor George E. Hale certain experi- 
ments will be undertaken which never be- 

® Yerkes Observatory is unique in that 
it has a fully equippped machine and instru- 
ment shop, and any instrument or modifica- 
tion desired may be constructed at any time. 
An instrument which has been under con- 
struction here is a twenty-four-inch refiect- 
ing telescope. The concave mirror which 
forms the basis of this telescope was made 
by the optician, G. W. Ritchey, and the en- 
tire telescope was constructed under his 
direction. As stated, it has an aperture of 
twenty+four inches and a foca) length of 
eight feet. The mounting has just been com- 
pleted and will be used for the first time In 
observing ‘the meteors. This telescope is es- 
pecially adapted for photographic work, as 
its short focal length gives it quick action. 
Tt will be the first time a reflecting telescope 
has been used for photographing meteors. 


Has Only a Small Field. — 


The principal disadvantage is the com- 
paratively small fleld of view, and unless 
there is a dense shower ft is possible that 
no meteor will cross its field.

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 11.—[Special.]—

meteoric showers of the Leonids next week, 
said tonight, relative to them: “ Our prepa- 
rations for observing the meteoric shower 
are now complete. We shall begin formal

PLAN FIT HONOR FOR ScHLEY. | 
Friends of Santiago Fighter to Give Him | 


Punch Bow] Made of Span- 
ish Silver. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.~rgpecial.]— 
Arrangements are -being perfected by per- 
sonal friends and admirers of Rear Admiral 
Sealey to present him with a handsome solid 
silver punch bowl, with an elaborate silver 
dinner service, all made from Spanish silver 
coins recovered from the Cristobal Colon 
and valued, including the Workmanship, at 
more than $7 ,000. ‘ 

A meeting was held today at the residence 
of Mr. Charles M. Ffoulke to arrange for the 
preliminaries of the gift. About twenty-live 
distinguished men from New York, Phile- 
Geiphia, Baltimore, and Washington were 
present, among them Colonel A. K. McCiure 
of Philadelphia, former Postmaster General 
Gary of Maryland, Dr, Eno of New York, 
and others. Admifal Schley was also pres- 
ent as the guest of Mr. Ffoulke. 

Before sailing out of Santiago harbor on 
the eventful 3d of July, Admiral Cervera 
ordered a distribution of all the gold coin on 
board as payment among the officers and 
men of his crew, but the silver coin, beirg 
nore bulky, was placed in the Paymaster’s 
safe, on board the Colon. When the wreckers 
brought up the sunken vessel the safe was 
recovered and brought to Norfolk, where, 
through the agency of Commodore Far- 
quhar, all the Spanish coins of different de- 
nominations which {tt contained were pur- 
chased, by Mr. Ffoulke, with the idea of 


' melting them into a silver service as a pres- 


ent to the victor over Cervera’s fleet. 

He invited a number of Admiral Schley’s 
personal friends to make subscriptions, and 
the result was that a large amount of money 
was secured. No one was permitted to con- 
tribute more than $100, however, and, in 
consequence, a number who sent sums 
ranging from more than $100 to $500 hada 
portion «f their money refunded. It was 
even found necessary to refuse a number of 
subscribers the privilege of assisting in mak- 
ing the gift. 

At the meeting today a number of designs 
Were submitted, and Charles M. Ffoulke, the 
Hon. James A. Gary, and Henry Ives Cobb 
were appointed a committee to select a suit- 
able one. They will make a choice some time 
this week. The service is to be most artis- 
tic and representative of the victory of San- 
tlago, and the punch bow) will contain the 
names of all the donors of the gift. It will 
be of the finest possible workmanship. 

Admiral Schley, at the meeting today, sug- 
gested the propriety of using a portion of 
the coins to go to make a present to Captai 
Clark of the Oregon. ne 

Colonel McClure delivered brief 
complimentary of Admiral Schley. It is ex- 
pected that the presentation will not take 
place for several months, as Admiral Schley 
leaves for sea duty on the 17th. Upon his 
return to Washington a dinner will be given 
by Mr. Ffoulke in honor of the victor, at 
which the contributors to the fund will be 
present, and the gfft will then be presented 
to Admiral Schiey.

New York, Nov. 11.—[Special.]—Things are 
Soning down a bit. A week ago I wasa 
highway robber; a few days later a petty 
larceny thief; a day or two after thata 
guspicious character; and today I am consid- 
ered honest enough to ride in a trolley car 
ng honest people. Who knows but that. 
in another week I'll be honest enough to sa- 
jute a policeman? 

There was plenty of mud slinging, but 
fortunately for me it wasn’t of a’ sticky 
pature and most of it dropped off almest as 
quickly as it struck me. I expect to have it 
ali removed before I leave for Chicago next 
Tuesday. Of course I do not expect to reach 
thome as immaculate as when I left two 
months ago, still I think my friends and 
present enemies will recognize me. | 

By my. present enemies I'mean those who 
bet on Sharkey and accepted the ticker and 
other reports as being correct and expressed 
their opinion as to which was entitled to the 
decision on these reports. I do not blame 
anybody who bet on Sharkey for arguing 
that I erred in awarding the fight to Jeffries. 
They all are entitled to their opinions, and, 
of course, so am I. . 

I have not argued with any one at length 
fegarding the fight, neither have I gone ipto 
details, ahd probably would not, but for the 
fact that a number of soreheads—tfriends of 
Sharkey’s and those who lost their money 
on him—still declare that he was entitled 
toadraw. Another reason for writing what 
will follow is that I have received scorqmof 
letters from friends in Chicago and throtigh- 
out the Western country, asking for an ex- 
planation. 

To begin with, Tom O’Rourke, Sharkey’s 
manager, said the decision was a barefaced 
robbery, meaning, of course, that Sharkey 
had won the fight and should have been de- 
clared the winner. O’ Rourke is undoubted- 
ly a good judge of a fight; still I do not con- 
‘wider him, nor anybody else, a better judge 


“than I am. 


O’Rourke, as Sharkey’s manager, irre- 
spective of the money he bet on his man, 
was naturally prejudiced. I, as referee, was 
not. He undoubtedly looked at the fight 
with a prejudiced eye; saw everything that 
Sharkey did, and was probably blind to lots 
of things that Jeffries did. This is only 
natural. Both men were alike to me. I was 
closer to the fighters than was O’ Rourke or 
enybody else, and does that not give mea 
shade, so to speak? 


If Sharkey; as O’Rourke says, won the 


fight, he must. have had it won up to the 
time Jeffries’ left glove came off. If he 
had the fight won up to that time, and 
O'Rourke thought so, why did O’Rourke in- 
struct Sharkey to hit Jeffries while I was 
attempting to replace the glove, knowing 
that by doing so he would be committing a 
palpable foul, a foul which might call fora 
disqualification? Did he want to lose on a 
foul? 

O’ Rourke is given credit for being a good 
second as well as a good judge of a fight. 
Would he, knowing or thinking he had the 
fight won, advise his man to lose on a foul? 
Is it not more reasonable to suppose that 
he would advise Sharkey to be careful and 


‘not do anything that woulé call for @ dis- 


qualification? 
+ O'Rourke said I became excited and Jost 
my head. I cannot remember at any time 
Muring the fight that I did not know just 
what I was doing. I wonder whether he 
was excited when he advised Sharkey to 
commit a foul? And in that last and excit- 
ing minute of the fight, with 8,000 persons 
and the seconds of the principals yelling 
like mad, I knew just what I was about. 


When I attempted to replace Jeffries’ glove 

* told him to stand still and be steady and'I 
‘would put the glove on all right. Sharkey, 
however, coached by his seconds, tried to 


get at him, and Jeffries pulled away his hand . 


and moved around to avoid Sharkey. The 
glove came off on the east side of the ring, 
and when the final clash came Jeffries was 
on thé west side of the ring. . 
It was really an exciting moment, with the 
tors yelling at the top of their voices. 
fighters were also upset. And there I 
was between them, trying to keep Sharkey 


“back and attempting to replace a wet, soggy 
Blove on a man who was continually 


Is it to be wondered at that I did not get 
that glove on Jeffries’ hand? Could anybady, 
under the same condition, have replaced that 
Blove? If so, I would like to shake hands 
‘with him. 

Now, regarding the glove episode, several 
feferees here say that I did not act accord- 
ing to the rules—that, according to the rules, 
Ishould have sent Sharkey to his corner and 
Jeffries to his. Then, they say, I should 
have had Jeffries’ seconds replace the glove, 
and then have notified the official timekeeper 
to deduct the time lost in replacing the glove. 

If that is in the Queensberry rules I never 
Baw it. The rule pertaining to that simply 
* Should a glove burst or come off it 
must be replacéd to the satisfaction of the 
referee,’’ or words to that effect. 

We are fighting under English rules and 
Tve often heard the remark during the 
progress ofa fight: ‘‘ They would not.allow . 
that in England,”’ or, ‘‘ They do so and so at 
the National Sporting club in London.”’ 

Now, taking it for granted that we are to 
@o in America just as they do in England, 
I did perfectly right in ordering Sharkey 
aside and taking it upon myself to replace 
the glove, as I have it from good authority 
that this is just what Referee Angle of the 
National rting club of London does, 

Queensberry rules say in ease of knock-

YALE TEAM RUNS UP BIG SCORE. 


Defeats Pennsylvania State College 42 
to O—Coaches Affect Disap- 
pointment. ! 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 11.—[Special.]— 
Yale finished her practice football season 
this afternoon by administering a crushing 
defeat: to the Penn State College eleven. 
Seven touchdowns, a total of forty-two 
points, was Yale’s total. 

The score, which was the largest Yale has 
rolled up this season against an opposing 
team, and one of the biggest made by a 
member of the “ Big Four’”’ against an op- 
potient, was really less favorable to. Yale 
then might be gathered from the figures. 


“In the second half Yale was-able to do noth- 


ing at times, while the Quakers battered 
Yale into a demoralized state. The Yale 
backs failed to connect for runs and the 
team showed inability to work together. 
Tonight Walter Camp, Jim Rodgers, and 
Billy Bull, three of the leading Yale coach- 
es, admitted that the Yale showing was not 
nearly as satisfactory as had been hoped for. 
From Harvard, ex-Captain Waters, Quar- 
ter Back Charley Daly, former Head Coach 
J. Cameron Forbes, Coach W. H. Lew- 
is, and Guard Boal were present. They 
were invited to the Yale side lines 
accepted the invitation. They returned 
to Boston happy in the expectation that 
Harvard would win the game next Saturday. 
The Yale team lined up nearly as it will 
face Harvard.

O'DEA WINS FUR BADGERS 


AUSTRALIAN KICKER BRINGS DE- 
FEAT UPON ILLINOIS. 


Men from Champaign Fumble Long 
Punts and Lose Game 23 to 0—Pretty 
Contest During First Half—Wiscon- 
sin Gains Two Points on Questiona- 
ble Safety—Both Teams Strong in 
Defense, but Madison Eleven Holds 
Better.

Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 11.—[Special.]— 
Captain Pat O’Dea’s last appearance in Mil- 
waukte as a football player was a triumph 
for the great Australian kicker. Owing to 
his prowess in kicking, coupled with Illinois’ 
weakness in handling the tWisting punts, 
the Badgers were enabled to run up a score 
of 23 to 0 against the Champaign men. 

The big score was entirely unexpected by 
the followers of the Illinois eleven, who be- 
lieved the game would be a close one, with 
a chance of pulling out a victory over the 
Badgers. 

It was a crushing blow to the Illinois men, 
but, although the score is one-sided, the 
touchdowns were not made with any de- 
gree of ease by Wisconsin. The Badgers 
did nbt show an offense which would enable 
theni to carry the ball by straight football 
from the center of the field to score, while 
Illinois found its offense helpless against 
the strong cardinal line. It was as pretty a 
defensive duel in the first half as any one 
could wish to see. 

With O’Dea out of the game the score 
would have been close, but his kicking came 
into play in such a manner as to exaggerate 
the Illinois back field’s weakness in handling 
punts. That Wisconsin was able to get so 
near the Illinois goal'on several occasions 
was due to muffed punts. O’Dea would send 
his long spirals down the field, the Illinois 
back would fumble, and a Wisconsin man 
would fall on the ball, thus gaining the dis- 
tance and the ball at the same time. 

This tells the story of how the scoring 
was done in the second half. A blocked 
kick added one touchdown immediately after 
the opening of the second half. A bad fum- 
ble on one of O’Dea’s specialties left Wis- 
consin with the ball up near the lllinois»goal, 
and the third score was earned by the hard-« 
est kind of line plunging by Wisconsin after 
it had secured the ball on a fumble on the 
thirty-yard line. 


Fine Struggle in First Half. 


In the first half neither side came any- 
where near scoring a touchdown. Wiscon- 
sin started out with a rush and gained con- 
sistently until it had the ball in the neigh- 
borhood of Illinois’ twenty-five yard line 
when the men from Champaign braced and 
took it on downs and kicked out of danger. 
It was nip and tuck all during the rest of 
the half, so far as actual ground gaining 
was concerned. 

The first score came from a goal from the 
field scored by a place kick. O’Dea caught 
one of Johnston's punts in the center of the 
fleld, heeled for a fair catch, and got a free 
kick. It was easy for him to count five 
points. 

The two points which made the score 7 to 
0 for the first half came as the result of a 
long kick over the goal line of Illinois. Wads- 
worth caught the ball and madea step for- 
ward either to steady himself or to advance 
the ball. A Wisconsin man at once threw 
him and the referee declared it a safety, as 
in his opinion the Illinois man had intended 
to advance the ball. Illinois entered vehe- 
ment protest on this point, claiming the man 
had not advanced the ball and had not in- 
tended to.

He kicked 
well, although pitted against an antagonist 
who outclassed him, and in the latter part 
of the second half sent some fine long punts 
and actually gained in one exchange. His 
work on defense was good, the best on the 
team, and he stopped many of the Wiacon- 
sin rushes and tackled in fine style.

PURPLE TEAM IS CRUSHED 


NORTHWESTERN BEATEN BY CHI- 
CAGO 76 POINTS TO 0. 


Stagg’s Men Riddle the Line and Wipe 
Out the Old Victory of 46 to 0, Which 
Hes Been the Evanstonians’ Pride 
—Maroons Wade Through the Line 
Almost at Will, While Their Oppo- 
nents Seldom Secure the Necessary 
Five Yards Gain. 


Slaker, Hamill, Henry, Feil, and seven 
other wearers of the maroon of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago tore, ripped, oozed, perco- 
lated, squeezed, battered, and forced through 
the broken and crippled line of Northwestern 
yesterday afternoon until they had scored 
thirteen touchdowns and piled up 76 points. | 

Beaten, battered, and discouraged, the 
wearers of the purple fought on in desperate 
hope of scoring, but their dives and rushes 
against the wall of maroon were futile, and 
not one point could they make. Stagg’s men 
administered to Hollister’s team the worst 
whipping of the season, and overwhelmed 
the purple in the greatest defeat Chicago has 


ever admiinistered to the Evanston unf- . 


versity. 

From the first the question was only as to 
the size of the score, and Northwestern did 
worse than even*the most disheartened sup- 
porter of the purple feared. By terrific 
plunges Stagg’s men riddled the defense of 
Northwestern, and later, when the battering 
and the discouragement had taken the heart 
out of the Evanston’ crowd, the maroons 
changed tactics and enlivened the second 
haif by trying sensational tricks, long 
passes, and the result was long runs ahd 
spectacular open plays. | 

Northwestern was beaten, but not so 
Hunter. Back of the broken, riddled line 
stood Hunter—Captain Joseph H. Hunter of 
the Third Illinois Volunteers—wounded and 
lame, with a grim smile on his face. Time 
and again Chicago men smashed through the 
line, and*always Hunter was there, dragging 
them down, and to the end Hunter fought on, 
and but for him the maroon score would have 
gone into three figures. 

Carnage Commences. 

It seemed in the first minutes that North- 
western would be swept away before the 
maroon breakers that poured over the 
tackles. Three minutes after that start 
Northwestern was given the ball because 
Chicago held in the line and the. purple 
cheered. Volley after volley of cheers were 
bandied back and forth across the field; the 
maroon rooters pouring down the noise from 
the bleachers on the east and the taunting 
screams of the Evanstonians answering 
from the west stands. Three times the pur- 
ple hurled the backs in tandem against the 
unyielding Chicago line and then the car- 
nage commenced. Four minutes after the 
start Chicago broke through the left of the 
purple line and scored. From that to the 
end it was a panic. 

In the first half Chicago piled up 29 points. 
In the second Stagege’s team worked tricks 
and scored almost at will. Once the aged 
*“*shoe string”’ trick yielded fifty yards. 
Northwestern men dropped out every few 
minutes until the list of substitutes was 
exhausted. Almost every charge of the Chi- 
cago backs left a trail of wounded Evans- 
tonians in its wake. . 

The sensation of the game—if there was 
a sensation—came towards the end, when 
Hamill broke through on Chicago’s 20- 
yard line and hurtled down the field, brush- 
ing off and bowling over the purple tacklers, 
and dashed seventy-five yards before Elliott, 
the fleet tackle, dragged him to earth. 


Northwestern Crowd Is Loyal. 


There wags. little cheering, when the

on the field, but by all odds 
that of the Evanston rooters was heartier. 
It was that way allthrough the game, for 
the Northwestern crowd was loyal to its 
team until the whistle sounded. 

Northwestern appéared to be fully as 
heavy as the maroons, but it was evident 
from the start that they were not as fast as 
the Midway players. 

Chicago started in with line tactics, em- 
ploying Webb and Feil to do the gaining. 
These two shared honors until Northwestern 
got the ball for holding near the center of the 
field. Three tries by Northwestern netted a 
first down, but as soon as the maroon for- 
wards had solved the play the ball went over 
en downs. Then began the slow but sure 
procession of that football juggernaut, the 
mass play. Toward the goal it went, leav- 
ing in its wake Northwestern men stretched 
on the field. With Henry, Hamill, Eldredge, 
Webb, and the rest of the team to help along 
it was a comparatively easy matter to jump 
the ball along at five-yard bounds until it 
was placed carefully inside the twenty-five- 
yard line and then Henry got his hands on 
it. He hung on to his interference and then 
with a burst of speed landed the ball behind 
the posts. Kennedy made the goal. 

Touchdowns Come Thick, 

After the next kick the plunging began 
again. Through the line and around the end 
the plays went. It was up and away and 
then over and over again until it looked 
as if the maroon team itself might tire of it. 
Feil, in the scrimmage, somehow found a 
pair of seven league boots, and before 
Hunter's crowd knew what was happening 
the ex-high school .man was scampering 
down the field for forty yards. 

Then began a slower operation. North- 
western braced up for a few minutes. But 
the flavor of making first downs once in a 
while did not seem good enough. Chicago 
tried the lige game again, which resulted 
soon after in Hamill going over so as to add 
his name to the score summary. 

By the time the first half had ended Henry 
and Slaker had each in turn crossed the 
goal line, and Kennedy had kicked all the 
goals but one, netting 29 points in all for 
the thirty-five minutes of work. 

‘“*What is going to be the result?’’ was 
asked by every one. A few ventured to 
guess that Chicago might retrieve itself for 
the 46 to 0 score which has rested supreme 
in the archives of Northwestern's football 
gridiron history. The guess came true, and 
before the band had stopped its tunes half 
of the north shore contingent took the purple 
ribbons off their coats. 

Tiring Out the Purple. 

Northwestern had another brace in the 
early part of the half. Four times the Ev- 
anston team made first downs, but in the 
see-sawing which took place in the middle 
of the field the ball’did not go far into, the 
territory of either team. Both sides took 
their time in making runs and plunges, but 
soon Slaker poked Hhis nose through the line 
for a touchdown. In two minutes more he 
repeated his burrowing trick. A few runs 
by Hamill, who dodged splendidly when he 
got loose; a line plunge by Feil, and a simi- 
lar one by Webb, or a little dash by Shel- 
don, who took- Schmahl’s place, were all 
that was necessary to tire out Hunter and 
Johnson, who were doing all the work, and 
the ball again ‘approached the goal line. 
Two more touchdewns by Slaker brought 
the score slowly beyond that famous 46 point, 
until, when Kennedy annexed the necessary 
goal, the score stood 53.

ball was put in circulation, ang? Webb, after 
a few plays, added his second touchdown. 
*“ Why don’t Kennedy give Speed a chance 
to make e touchdown?” said a rooter.

TELLS OF HIS LONE VOYAG 


Man Who Crossed the Atlantic in Small 
Boat Gives Impressions of 
the Trip.

Paris, Nov. 11.—Howland Blackburn, who 
recently crossed the Atlantic alone in a 
thirty-foot cutter, isin Paris. He describes 
his solitary trip as follows: 

‘‘While I am not the first to cross in a 
small boat alone, I am the first fingerless 
man to haye steered a bar safely over. I 
spent sixteen hours out of each twenty-four 
at the wheel, and while I slept the wheel was 
tied. 

“I pwt up two small sails to let the hoat 
drift. Sometimes it would go two or three 
miles an hour while I slept. 

‘*I didn’t speak to any human being for 
sixty-one days, but felt none the worse for 
my silence. On shore we are too garrulous. 
The ocean makes us meditate, and when op- 
pressed by a sense of loneliness I found that 
the presence of steamers and sailing ships 
brightened me up. Sharks used to follow 
my little boat for hours. 

“Though my trip may not. directly ad- 
vance the interests of science, it helps to 
familiarize people with the vast world called 
‘ocean’ and demonstrates that its terrors 
are much exaggerated. 

“All alone and far out on the billows I 
celebrated the Fourth of July. I unfurled 
a flag, sang ‘The Star Spangled Banner,’ 
and meditated upon the greater America

| With less than three minutes to play, Penn-

INTERESTING STORIES OF ‘STAR 
POINTER AND MARGUERITE 5. 


Trainer McClary Tells How a Champion 

_ is Prepared for a Supreme Effort— 

. Tommy Britton and Directly to Be 

Sold in New York—C. H. Smith De-~- 

clines an Offer of $20,000 for His 

Colt, Lieutenant Gibson—Prospects 
for Next Season. 


{BY H. T. WHITE.] 

Dave McClary, who drove Star Pointer toa 
world's record of 1:59%, was in Chicago on 
Thuraday, and says, in his opinion, theré is 
no reason why the horse should be retired. 

This is important, coming from such a 
source, as McClary is no longer connected 
with the horse. 

Said he: ‘ 

** IT terminated my contract with Congress- 
man White of Ohio, who owns Star Pointer, a 
short time ago, the same ending when I had 
gradually gotten the horse out of racing 
form and had him ready to return to the 
farm. This was accomplished gradually, 
but it is now over, and I am here on a visit. 
From Chicago I shall go East again and train 
a public stable, but have not decided as to 
location. 

** Star Pointer was a better horse last sea- 
son than ever, and but for the mishap at 


| New York which compelled his retirement, 


for the season at least, I have no doubt he 
would have beaten 1:59% handily. My rea- 
son for so thinking is that on his first public 
‘appearance, at Hartford,he stepped a mile in 
two minutes flat, and did it so easily under 
rather unfavorable conditions it impressed 
me strongly. That was during the last week 
of July. The horse had been prepared 
ec~-efully, and before leaving Cleveland 
paved a mile in 2:08. -It was my intention, 
aft<«: reaching Hartford, to drive him a 
final preparatory mile in 2:02 or a little bet- 
ter, but when the day for the work-out ar- 
rived the weather conditions were unfavor- 
able, and I found that a mile in 2:03 was 
just as much work for him as one in 2:01'4 
or thereabouts would have been with the 
day and track first-class. 

“ Now as to the 2:00 mile, there are some 
things the public does not know. but which 
had an important bearing on the matter. 
I had given the horse just séven miles better 
than 2:10, two of them in 2:08, and knew he 
was good, But on the day of the trial there 
Was & megly spot on the upper end of the 
track. To improve this place a load of salt 
was hauled in and mixed with the dirt, after 
which it was tamped down. At some places 
in this patched-up piece it was not any too 
firm, and I did not want to drive over it 
with a big horse like Pointer at the rate of 
speed he would be going. I managed to 

ve an extra runner at the half-mile 
pole, who was to be galloping when we got 
there. This horse fell right in behind Star 
Pointer and took a position between him and 
the pole, so that my horse weuld not keep 
trying to pull over to the inside, as he would 
have done with a.clear space there. This 
plan, of course, made me go wide around the 
third turn and keep in second-horse place all 
the way from the half-mile to the wire. 
When this is considered, and it is also taken 
into account that the Hartford track is -® 
trifle over a mile; it will be seen that Star 
.Pointer went a long mile in two minutes.” 

Asked how a champion harness horse is 
prepared for a supreme effort, McClary said: 

“ Of course the horse was jogged all win- 
ter, say, from six toten milesa day. We got 
to the track in Cleveland in May, and he 
then weighed about 1,200 pounds. His 
racing weight is from fifty to seventy-five 
pounds less than that. Once on the track, he 
was driven at increased speed, but not until 
his jogging work had also been increased at 
intervals. About two days per week I 
would jog him fifteen miles, the other days 
giving him only six or seven miles. As to 
speeding, would begin by letting him go a 
two-mile dash, the first mile in about 3:20 
and the second around 8:00, with the last 
quarter at about 2:40 speed. As to increas- 
ing the speed, it didn’t make much difference 
until we were going in 2:30, but my idea was 
to drop about five seconds per week from 
3:00 to 2:30, and then about three seconds 
per week until a high rate of -speed-was 
reached. 

“After the two-minute mile at Hartford 
Star Pointer was not given enough time for 
his ailing ankle to recover before being 
asked to go a race at New York. That’s all 
there was to it, and I can see no reason why 
he should not get into form again for next 
season’s work.”’ 


Peculiarities of Trotters. 


In the office at George West's training 
stable in Drexel avenue, the walls, as in all 
places of the kind, are decorated with photo- 
graphs of the noted horses the owner of the 
premises has driven to victory. One 6f them 
portrays a slim, shapely mare. She is hitched 
to a bike sulky, and the elbow boots and 
other peculiarities of harness show that she 
is in race-day attire. 

“ That,’ says West in answer to a query, 
*‘is Marguerite S. The picture was taken at 
Lexington just after she won a heat in 
2.12%, her best record. You can see that 
the numbers denoting the mare's position 
at the start of the heat are still on my arms. 
She hadn't been cooled out or touched in 
any way after finishing the mile. The 
owners wanted a pi@ture of the mare just 
as she looked in racing form, and they 
got it. 

Marguerite was a fast trotter and a 
peculiar mare in many ways. She is by 
Axtell, and her dam was sent all the way 
from New York City to Terre Haute to be 
bred to that famous colt trotter. The old 
mare was owned by A. B. Darling, for many 
years proprietor of the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
and a great lover of trotters. He wanted 
some of the Axtell blood in his stables, end 
after Marguerite was foaled he bred the 
old mare again and got a colt called Golonel 
Axtell. Marguerite was handled as a 2- 
year-old by John Young, but the following 
winter she and her brother were shipped 
up here to my stable through the influence 
of Colonel John W. Conley, who was a 
member of the syndicate that owned Axiell, 
and who had been a lifelong friend of Mr. 
Darling.. The filly, then coming three years 
old, was a beauty. -She was a gold-colored 
chestnut, had a head and muzzle like a 
thoroughbred, and a pair of eyes that would 
look right through you. People who canie 
to the barn and got sight of her as she 
stood in the first box stall after entering 
the barn seldom went any farther in search 
of horseflesh. 

“But she had a temper of her own, and 
like most intelligent horses, would make her 
trainer lead a dog’s life looking after her. 
When it came to winter jogging on the 
road she would turn a man’s hair gray with 
her pranks. It was the same way when the 
regular training season began. She tool: a 
notion with me that she would not trot, and 
of all the buck-jumping you ever saw she 
handed out the best assortment. But when 
I showed her that tricks of that sort were 
to be repressed at any cost she had sense 
enough to see I meant business, and. from 
that day we got along well enough.” ._.. 

“Some horses are pretty wise,’ ventured 
a bystander. , 

“They are that,” said West. “ Just look 
at that framed pedigree on the wall. That's 
the family tree of Montero, one of the high- 
est bred colts I ever had on the place. He 
came here as soon as he was weaned, and 

was so well bred and could step so glib for 
a baby that we took all kinds of care of 
him. And yet a tone of disgust—“* you 
couldn't kill him with a club. Why, when 
he was‘a yearling he ran into a barb wire 
fence at the Kankakee track and actually 
cut his throat from ear to ear. The wire 
just missed the windpipe, however, and 
when I found Montero he was eating grass 
as if nothing had happened. I tore down- 
town and got a vetérinary, who put forty- 
three stitches in that colt’s neck, and then 
I hired two negro boys to keep the flies off 
him while he was convalescing. Say, that 
was good! That colt never missed a feed. 
He got well, and wé trained him. He could 
trot fast, but he performed just how and 
when he wanted to. He was both cute and 
mean. He found out in no time that we 
took him to the track to speed him, and he. 
solved that proposition by simply going out 
of the gate with the cart and driver when- 
ever he had enough.speeding. If we locked 
the gate he would go through it. Finally 
I rigged up a couple of ropes for his front 
fect so that the next time he tried the trick 
we could throw him down. But he knew 
just ag well as I did what those ropes were 
for, and as long as they were there he would 
jog along as straight as a string. Of course, 
we couldn't speed him with that sort of

Roth these horses began their turf careers 
early in life, Tommy Britton taking part in 
a race as a yearling, while Directly was the 
champion 2-year-old pacer of the world, 
with a record of 2:07%. Britton has raced 
every season but one since he was a year- 
ling and reduced his record each year, and 
yet today he is sound and just as eager as 
ever to be off when he ts headed for the 
wire. In fact, if he could be rated the first 
part of the mile better—and this may come 
with age—he would have a chance at the 
world’s record for a mile, as he has been 
officially timed a half in 1:0144 and a quar~ 
ter in :20% seconds. He is one of the best 
feeling horses ever trained, taking plenty 
of work in preparation for his races and 
eating heartily, which is a great point in 
favor of any horse wanted for turf purposes. 

Directly was brought East from California 
by Monroe Salisbury when the grim ok? man 
was a power on the trotting turf but never 
reduced his 2-year-old record until 1898, 
since when he has always been prominent. 
He goes to the auctioneer because his pres- | 
ent owners have no use for a stallion. Brit- 
ton was bought at private sale a year ago 
for $5,000, but will bring much more than 
that under the hummer.

Good Colt Owned in Chicago. 

Cc. H. Smith, the well known Board of 
Trade operator, has one of the best 2-year- 
olds cn the running turf in the colt Lieuten- 
ant Gibson, that has won several good races 
lately and for whom Mr. Smith recently de- 
clined to consider an offer of $20,000. 

Mr. Smith gave $9.500 for Lieutenant Gib- 
son this season, but backed him so heavily in 
his winning races that the colt’s account 
now shows a credit of a little over $40,000. 
The reason the $20,000 offer was declined is 
simple. Horsemen know how seldom it is 
that a really high-class 2-year-old that is 
well engaged for the following season is se- 
cured. Lieutenant Gibson is in the Louisville 
and Latonia Derbies, the Clark and Himyar 
Stakes, and other valuable events. On the 
form shown in 1899 by tthe other entries in 
these events it does not look as if they had 
much chance to beat him, and their value 
alone to the winner would come pretty close 
to the $20,000 mark. 

Mr. Smith is a lover of trotters as well as 
thoroughbreds, having once owned the fa- 
mous roadster, Dick Stauffer, 2:20. 

Another Chicagoan who is now in the run- 
ning game as an owner is Billy Richardson, 
known 'to everybody as a good judge in mat- 
ters equine. He purchased not long ago the 
83-year-old gelding, Little Jack Horner, and 
won two races the first week he owned him. 
Jack Horner’s pedigree recalls memories of 
the old-time trotting horse driver, Jack 
Batchelor, as his dam was Princess, a mare 
that Batchelor raced with marked success 
on Eastern tracks. Before going over tothe 
runners ‘‘ Old Batoh,’’ as he was universally 
known, campaigned trotters for a quarterof 
a century, and his long linen duster and high- 
pitched voice were known from one end of 
the country to the other. 

Good Outlook for 1900. 

At this season men who fancy trotters and 
have thé.means to gratify.their inclinatio» 
are. scouring the country in person and by 
agents looking up animals that have been 
represented to them as desirable. Half a 
dozen Chicagoans, some of them inspired by 
the pleasure C. K. G. Billings has been hav- 
ing with Bumps, Lucile, and his other 
cracks, are on a still hunt for material to go 
to the races with next summer.

Both are the 
property of Standard Oil people, who don't 
want to sell. 


PRAISE FOR AMERICAN JOCKEYS, 


London Field Describes Work of Sloan, 
Martin, and the Reiffs. 


Racegoers and turf critics in England no longer 
have any doubt as to the abilities of American 
riders. Speaking of the riding of the American 
jockeys now in England, during the final meet- 
ing at Newmarket, called the Houghton meeting, 
the London Field makes the fol!owing remarks: 

‘* Quite the most conspicuous feature of the rac- 
ing at Newmarket this week has been the ruccess 
achieved by American jockeys, who on Friday 
evening had accounted for fifteen of the twenty- 
eight races decided during the four days of the 
meeting, besides securing places in most of the 
events which they did not win. On Tuesday L. 
Reiff rode the first winner, a 10 to 1 shot, Sioan 
being second. In the next event J. H. Mart'n was 
second to the English Jockey ‘Dalton, and in the 
third race Sican and L. Heiff were first and sec- 
ond, while the fifth and sixtn events both fell to 
J. Reiff, Martin being third in one of them and 
S.can was second in the last race on the card. 
Thus out of twenty#ne paces during the after- 
noon nine were scored by the foreigners. On 
Wednesday the record showed five wins and four 
seconds, and on Thursday four wins, two seconds, 
and one third, while on Friday the figures were 


three wins and four thirds. 


‘ This is an extraordinary average, and it points 
to the fact that those who huve syst+matically 
underrated American horsemanship—and there are 
many of them—have been grievously in errer. At 
the present moment not only are Sloan and Lester 
Reiff almost on a level with our best exponents of 
the riding art, but Martin is not far behind them, 
and little J. Reiff is undoubted:y the best light- 
weight of the day. Indeed, this youngster is, in 
our opinion, far in front of all the English six 
stone (eighty-four pounds) jockeys, and, as far 
as we can judge, he owes his great success. as 
much to his as his hand. He never gets flur- 
ried, and has for his size extraordinary power over 
whatever he rides. while he knows more about 
pace than do many English riders of twice his 
age. We do not admire Sloan on a thief, because 
when he takes his whip up his mounts so often 
swerve, but on a free-going horse he is seen to 
the greatest advantage. and his finish on Demo- 
crat in the Dewhurst Plate was as pretty a bt 
of horsemanship as we ever saw. Lester Reiff, 
too, is good, and most horses seem to run just as 
kindly with him as they do with Sioan. o give 
an examp.e, Bowne Bridge had finished *‘ down 
the course ’’ with an Eng.ish jockey in a nursery 
at Kempton, and on Wednesday with more weight 
in the saddle he won a similar event in great style 
when handled by L. Reiff. 

“It is now an obvious fact that many horses 
seem to improve nearly a stone (fourteen pounds) 
when they are taken in hand by the Americans, 
and therefore we are not surprised at the rumor 
which says that several more transatlantic } 
are coming over to this country next season.”

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RACING AT NEW ORLEANS | 


CRESCENT CITY MEETING WILL BE A 
RECORD-BREAKER. | 


New Steeplechase Course and Other 
Improvements at the Southern 
Track — Thanksgiving Day Will Be 
the Opening of the Season—Bid for 
a Fight Between Jeffries and 
Sharkey—Football Among the Elev- 
ens of the South. 


[BY CHARLES E. (“ PARSON") DAVIES.) 
New Orleans, La., Nov. 10.—[Special.}]— 
The eyes of lovers of the turf in every section 
of the country are beginning to turn towards 
New Orleans. When Starter Chris Fitzger- 
ald drops the flag for the first event of the 
Thanksgiving day program and sends a 
bunch of important thoroughbreds around 
the big circle, he will inaugurate a racing 
carnival of extraordinary proportions. 

The season of 1899-1900 will unquestionably 
be ushered in under more favorable auspices 
than any of its predecessors. Figuratively 
speaking, New Orleans is preparing to lay 
itself out for the big meeting. In anticipa- 
tion of a heavy influx of sports, the mer- 
chants and smal]! tradesmen are preparing 
for a prosperous winter. This will be a grat- 
ifying change from the reverses resulting 
from a senseless quarantine. 

The construction of a steeplechase course 
at the local race track is not the only im- 
provement made during the summer months. 
The judges’ stand has been moved back three 
feet in order to give the judges a better view 
of the rail horses. Two new modern and 
well-equipped barns have been constructed, 
the track has been raised from four to six 
inches, and a lookout for t jockeys has 
been built. These constitute the main but by 
no means the only improvements at the 
track. The others are insignificant in them- 
selves, but together constitute a great step 
in the direction of increased facilities for 
horse racing. 

The management of the track has made 
provisions for the accommodation of 1,500 
horses, among which will be some of the 
fleetest racers in the country. A few of the 
strings are already on the ground, among 
these being:

I look for Eddie Austin, Eddie 
Stutte, Ben Falk, Sam May, Tim McCall, 
Sig Levy, Henry Laudeman, Frisco Gardi- 
ner, Louis Philips, and James Duckworth. 
The riding delegation will include such well- 
known jockeys as Mitchell, McQuade, Con- 
ley, Caywood, Vandusen, Bloss, Hatherosvle. 
and P. Clay, besides the others Il have 
named. | 

**In a word, I may say that I am confider* 
this will be far and away the most successful 
race meeting we have ever had in New 
Orleans.”’ 

New Orleans After Big Fight. 

It may be put down as a certainty that a 
New Orleans athletic club will shortly offer 
a purse for a contest between Jcffries and 
Sharkey. Lovers of pugilism in this sec- 
tion have become somewhat jealous of the 
asecendency of the East as a pugilistic cen- 
ters, and are anxious to again turn the faces 
of the champion fighters southward. They 
have discovered that ring contests can be 
carried on here without infringing on the 
anti-prize fight statute, and will endeavor to 
again make New Orleans the center of 
pugilism. 

It does not require the gift of vaticination 
to discern the fact that the Crescent City is 
about to become a most formidable rival of 
Coney Island for championship events. The 
Jeffries-Sharkcy fight attracted general at- 
tention here. It seemed to revive the sport- 
ing spirit, long dormant, but recently given 
some impetus by the small events in local 
athletic clubs. 

Last Rounds Identical. 


Apropos of the Jeffries-Sharkey mill, a 
sporting friend. of mine who is an owner of 
noted horses and is now in New Orleans, 
has furnished me with a description of the 
last round of the Jeffries-Sharkey contest 
pulled off at ’Frisco on May 6, 1898. He 
fished it up from some unknown source, and 
knowing that I am interested in such mat- 
ters sent it to me. I forward it to you be- 
cause it so thoroughly describes the last 
meeting of the two pugilistic stars, that ifa 
few names were changed it might serve as 
a description of the last round of the Coney 
Island affair. It is strange. indeed, that two 
such giants should have two separate meet- 
ings wherein the surrounding circumstances 
were identical. Here is the description: 

‘“‘It was a diff bang fn the center of the 
ring, Sharkey forcing the pace and Jeffries 
responding. Jeffries’ blows landed the 
cleaner, but still he could not put the sailor 
off his balance. Once when Sharkey got an 
extra hard right-hander in the ribs he raised 
his knee. The motion looked like a foul 
one and there was some hooting. There was 
a clinch and the referee broke them apart. 
Sharkey ducked several! left-handers, but 
did not try to get out of the way of the 
right-hand body punches. While taking a 
hard one of these he swung his right and 
landed squarely between Jeffries’ eyes. 
Jeffries shook his head and smiled. Shar- 
key’s seconds shouted ‘Go on, Sharkey,’ 
and the sailor began to charge wildly. It 
was blow for blow with clinching in between 
from now on. Sharkey seemed to be the 
stronger on his pins, but, as usual, the ma- 
jority of the blows at the face lacked direc- 
tion. Many fell on Jeffries, shoulder and 
the lower part of his neck, while the fast 
tiring Jeffries kept pumping his right in at 
that spot under the heart with the regularity 
of a piston rod. The crowd was cheering 
and the men rushing in merrily when the 
gong rang out. 

“Greggains immediately rushed in and 
separated the battling heavyweights. As 
the men staggered to their chairs Greggains 
made a slight motion of his hand toward 
Jeffries. It* was scarcely discernible, and 
as a moment later the referee raised his 
hands high above his head thousands of 
pairs of lips murmured, ‘a draw.’ : 

**Greggains seemed to divine that his ac- 
tions had been misunderstood and he pointed 
in a definite manner at Jeffries. From the 
way the Los Angelean's seconds jumped 
around and smiled it looked as if the decis- 
jon was more than they had hoped for. The 
look of disgust that came over Sharkey’s 
face was eloquent. He gave one withering 
glance at the referee and then turned and 
left the ring without a word of complaint:”’

Hoyt & Co. has constructed passage ways 
upon its premises where goods can be 
‘oaded and unloaded without interfering 
with public trafic. The wholesale dry 
goods firm of Marshall Field & Co. has 
done the same. Reid, Murdoch & Co, 
have twice moved their wholesale grocery 
house to secure a place where they can de 
business without interfering with the pub- 
lic, and they now occupy such a place at 
Lake and Market streets. What. these 
firms have done other firms can do, Every 
large business house should be required to 
arrange its premises so that loading and 
unloading can be done without blocking up 
the sidewalks and streets. ‘A failure to do 
so makes them a public nuisance. 
- Tus Trisune is not actuated in what it 
has said by any feeling of animosity against 
these firms as such. Far from it! It has 
known most of the members of them long 
and favorably.

|) WOMEN DISPLACING MEN, 

A correspondent tells the sad.story of a 
competent bookkeeper with a. good record 
who cannot get work. Female cheap labor 
lost. him ‘the ‘place he had. Two women 
offered to “do his work for less pay than he 
was getting. His employers were ashamed 
to ask him to.work for. women's wages, atid 
so discharged him. He-might, howeyer, 
bevé thought a half ldaf better than no 


bread. Finally.the correspondent asks if. 


it-is possible that the time is near at'hahd 
when women will take the men’s places in 
business, and compel the men to stay at 
hone and play with the pots and pans. ~~ — 


"The day masculine displacement does 


not seem to,be near at hand. In 1800 there 
were 18,821,000 males engaged fi gainful 
pursuits in the United States to 3,014,000 
females, ‘The’ census will show the 
males still in the lead, although there. will 
ne doubt be anincreage in the percentage of 
females. Tn a trifle over‘15_per cent 
of those engaged in gainful occnpations were 
les, dnd in 1890 a little over 17 per 
Women have-inyaded many fields of labor 
during the last fifty years.

PP ata been said, there were 3,914,000 
©ngaged in gainful occupations in 
1890. Of these about a third were servants. 
Of the two-thirds the great ma- 
jority would be idle if the field of female 
employment were as restricted as it was in 
1840. The ‘question is whether the dis- 
placement of majle by femaie labor since 
then is to be deplored or approved of. The 
‘decision must not be influenced by sporadic 
cases of hardship or suffering. In the in-. 
dustrial world a process of displacement is 
going on all the time, Even when women 
do not crowd out men the young crowd out 
the old, the cheaper wageworkers crowd 
out the dearer—or, in some instances, crowd 
them up. Irish girls drove Yankee girls 
‘from the New England entton mills, and 
were in turn displaced by French-Oanadi- 
ans. But both Yankee and Irish girls are 
doing better work than cotton spinning. 
Time was when Irishmen did all the rail- 
road grading in this country. They have 
been displaced by Italians and Poles, and 
the latter largely by negroes. The Irish are 
working at something better. So it may 
well be that the male labor which has been 
driven from certain fields of tail by female 
labor has obtained more profitable empioy- 
ment. 

The theory of many ts that it is unwom- 
anly for women to earn their own living— 
that they should stay at home and make 
“home happy” while men toll to support 
them. But if the majority of the women 
now engaged in remunerative toil quit work 
most.of them would find life much harder 
than it is. In the days when but few ave- 
nues of employment were open to women 
countless thousands suffered acutely be- 

cause they did not have a chance to take 
care of themselves and men would not take 
care of them. 4 

As far as the women workers of today 


they are workers. Nor is it apparent that 
‘men are worse off because women are work- 
ing. The male wagetvorker should say to 
the female wageworker, as Uncle Toby did 
to the fly: “This world surely is wide 
enough to hold both thee and me.” For un- 
questionably the services of both are need- 
ed. ‘If all the women who are engaged in 
gainful pursuits other than domestic service 
were to quit work tomorrow there would be 
@ lack of men competent and willing to 
fill the vacant places. If competent men 
were impressed to fill all of these places 
some of them would be taken from more 
gainful positions. 

There have been and there will continue 
to be cases of individual hardship where 
women or where machines throw men out 
of work in the office or in the factory, and 
yet in the long run these displacements are 
for the better. So long as women do not 
attempt that hard manual labor for which 
men are physically adapted, but stick to 
occupations for which they are as well 
fitted as men are, if not better, there will be 
nothing harmful in a steady increase ig the 
number of females in gainful pursuits. 


A MODEL FACTORY SETTLEMENT. 

One of the most interesting social ex-: 
periments in this country has J 
progress, since 1890 about twenty miles 
across the Mississippi from St. Louis, at 
a little spot called Leelaire. This. spot 


comprises a quarter section in thé’ edge" 


of Edwardsville, a town of 5,000 people, 
and.is the seat of the chief plant of the 
N. O. Nelson company, manufacturers of 
plumbing supplies. Itis also the home of 
Mr. Nelson and family and of a considerable 
fraction of the 160 people working in the 
factory. This factory was moved thither 
from St. Louis nine years ago in order 
to realize both for employer and employés 
more wholesome conditions of life. 

Profit-sharing is one of the features of 
the business, as indeed it was before the 
removal from St. Louis. Profits above 6 
per cent on capital are divided—though in 
the form of additional stock—between 
wages and capital, twice as much going to 
a dollar of wages earned during the year 
as to a dollar of capital. Formerly the 
share going to a dollar of wages was the 
same as that going to a dollar of capital, 
but was paid in cash. The present plan, 
however, turns all the excess profits into 
business expansion. Though no revolution- 
ary changes in the conventional attitude 
of employés have come about or are an- 
ticipated in the immediate future through 
this plan, and though it is not likely, owinx 
to the dominance of the commercial aim 
in general, to be adopted extensively, it 
is still regarded as important and also as 
in the line of social justice. 

Leelaire is chiefly interesting, however, 
not from the profit-sharing—which is but 
one of its features and likewise pertains to 
the remaining branches of the business in 
St. Louis—but because it exemplifies an 
effort on the part of business management 
to promote the better life as well as the 
productiveness of employés. Its location is 
not only wholesome but beautiful, being ap- 

proached through sown fields, oak groves, 

and winding ravines. The twenty-five cot- 
tages erected by the company—eight of 
them now owned by employés and paid 
for in whole or in part—are located on 
pleasant, curving, cinder-dressed streets, 
are furnished with water from the neigh- 
boring town, and with electric lights from 
the factory, are surrounded with ample 
space for flowers and gardens, and present 
the physical basis for healthful life and 
contact with simple nature. Furthermore, 
the bowling alley with its winter parties, 
and the schoolhouse with its assembly 
hall,’ kindergarten, night school, library, and 
lécture course, bespeak an interest in em- 
ployés, as persons and citizens. Finally, 
the dust eliminating devices operated at 
the. factory in the interest. of common 
longevity ameng wage-earners spring from 
a recognition of the fitness of ‘wholesome 
conditions of work as well as of leisure. 

The problem of isolation is, of course,

The recognition of em- 
ployéS as mere business “expedients rests 
on a code of social ethics as unworthy as it 
is unfortunately prevalent. Captains of 
industry are peculiarly accountable as such 
for the living conditions of employés, and 
every intelligent experiment springing from 
a sense of this fact is an event grateful to 
behold, as it is one of promise. 


THE REFORM OF PUBLIC DINNERS. 

There is in the current number of the 
North American Review an article on 
“Food Which Fails to Feed.” The ob- 
ject of the writer is ta teach the lesson that 
“those who wish to enjoy a long and happy 
life mast eat little at a time and eat that 
with deliberate satisfaction.” He criticises 
the hurried breakfast of suburbanites and 
the hasty lunches of business-men. Some 
-men impair their health by eating too 
much and others by allowing business to 
interfere with their meals, and not eating 
enough. Some men, instead of leaving 
their cares at the office, bring them into the 
dining-room and ruin their digestion. “ Din- 
ing once with a manufacturer of haireloth, 
I asked his wife for an explanation of his 
painful silence, which contrasted strangely 
w'th the exuberant spirits of. the children. 
‘ de is counting the hair that will make 
your cloth,’ she whispered in extenuation. 

The subject of public, oratorical dinners 
is referred to briefly in this article, BEvery- 
body knows those dinners, of which there 
were several during the fall festival. 
The guests at the tables eat solemnly for 
two or three hours, while the guests in 
the galleries look on hungrily and wish the 
banqueters were through, so speaking 
might begin. When the last course has 
been consumed the orators are turned 
loose on the assembled multitude and are 
not choked off till an early hour in the morn- 
ing. As a rule these banquets are terrible 
affairs. 

According to the writer in the North 
American Review those who go to public 
dinners “ chiefly to partake of the ensuing 
feast of reason,” often lose patience before 
the speeches begin, and those who, under 
the guise of gnests, are expected to furnish 
that part of the entertainment, fail to 
enjoy their dinner. As. long as speeches 
prey on their minds and while they fret lest 
a predecessor may steal a march on their 
ideas, they cannot be at ease, Then the 
statement is made that “in France, after 
the fish, addresses are sandwiched between 
courses,” as the orchestra plays between 
acts at a theater, and that “ according, to 
the custom of the Japanese we could listen 
to our orators before the banquet begins.” 

This Japanese custom is praiseworthy. 
One cannot help respecting the people who 
devised it. For when the meat comes after 
the grace hungry guests will be in no mood 
to listen to long orations. If the speakers 
are too verbose the guests will hint as much. 
The former will learn to condense their wit 
and wisdom into a five-minutes’ talk. That 
is time enough, usually. But if the Jap- 
anese system is objectionable because of 
foreign origin, it is not difficult to invent a. 
‘purely American one. Often, at present, 
string instruments play during the dinner. 
They can be replaced with wind instruv- 
ments.

fully the “ feast of reason ” while they are 
disposing of more solid and nutritious food. 
There is less mental strain in listening to 
the ordinary speech than in carrying on a 
conversation with one’s neighbors at a ban- 
quet. The plan here outlined will save 
time, which is valuable, and will make pub- 
lic dinners less wearisome to those who go 
to hear rather than to eat.

: the two chief novelties that 
have appeared thus far in the south African 
war. Railroads have figured to some ex- 
tent in the more important wars of the last 
half century, not excepting our civil war, 
but no such systematic use of 
trains as Great Britain is making has hither- 
to been known. Both at Ladysmith and at 
Kimberley the British have extemporized 
trains covered with armor plate and are 
using them successfully in reconnoitering 
and in attacking: These fortresses on 
wheels have come into existence by the same 
process of evolution that created ironclad 
ships. They strongly remind one of the ar- 
-mored Mississippi boats that figured so 

largely in our civil war. Railroads are 
destined to play an increasing part, not only 
in the business of all nations, but in all 
future wars of any moment. It will be 
strange if the crude armored trains now in 
use in south Africa do not prove to be the 


forerunners of regularly constructed war 
trains as superior to these aa the Oregon 
is superior to the Merrimac of 1862. It is 
not improbable that the time will come 
when no nation’s War department will con- 
sider itself completely equipped unless it has 
an outfit of bullet-proof cars and of the 
materials for creating such trains from 
ordinary freight cars at short notice in 
emergencies. 


SCIENTIFIC METHODS IN THE FPULPIT. 
In the leading article in the American 
Journal of Theology Professor John 
M. Coulter points out the value of scien- 
tific training to preachers of the gospel, 
His criticisms of the lack of scientific 
methods on the part of most pulpit orators 
will reinforce those of many thinking men. 
They also explain why the pulpit has lost 
much of its authority. As Professor Coul- 
ter says, the present is the age of science 
and with the development of science has 
come development of the scientific spirit 
involving points of view and methods total- 
ly different from those of a. century ago. 
If the pulpit is to retain its dominant 
‘influence over educated men and women 


prove itself in method and niaterial. 

One of the most important things which 
scientific training would give the clergy- 
man is increased power to recognize the 
essential relations between cause and ef- 


rash conclusions, reached by the preacher 
through inheritance rather than investi- 
gation. “That belief,” says Professor 
‘Coulter, “ which prides itself upon a blind 
acceptance of all the consequences that 
follow some unproved premise seems to 
thé scientific mind a stultification of the 
homan intellect.” It is bad enough for 
any one to hold such an attitude, but the 
public teacher who holds it excites the 
derision of those trained to think for them- 
selves. 

Another point made by the scientist is 
that the pulpit should confine itself to 
the essentials of unity. When- 
ever it is led away into metaphysical 
tangles it ceases to be effective in-a worhi

cathedra statements on every subject under 
the sun are made from the pulpit the 
thoughtful world recognizes that it speaks 
without knowledge ‘and hence is apt to 
doubt its assertions in regard to other 
things. 
The glory of the gospel is the same as 
it ever has been, but in its presentation 
Professor Coulter believes it should adopt 
the methods of its founder and his most 
successful messengers, who dwelt among 
men as they found them and adapted their 
methods to the conditions about them. If 
the minister of today would follow their 
example he should recognize that think- 
ing men demand the gospel from the pul- 
pit, but ask for its presentation ima way 
that shall have something in common with 
their knowledge and habits of thought. 


NEW OPENINGS FOR CAPITAL. 

- Students of economic problems will find 
food for thought in Charles A. Conant’s 
article in the November Atlantic entitled, 
“Can New Openings Be Found for Cap- 
ital?’ Mr. Conant shows that the question 
not only has a vital bearing on the matter 
of territorial expansion but affects the 
foundations of the existing social order. 
The diminishing rate of interest on capital 
is a serious problem. It ig the natural re- 
sult of the unprecedented accumulations of 
capital in Europe and America, but it has 
reached a point where, if there is no new 
outlet for investment, it threatens revolu- 
tionary effects. 

If the savings of a lifetime have hereto- 
} fore been barely sufficient to keep a man 
in old age at 6 per cent, they will prove 
pitifully insufficient to do it at 3 per cent, 
and if interest rates for safe investments 
should fall to 1 or 1% per cent, as now 
seems possible, the point will be reached 
where a large proportion of the laboring 
population will have to be supported in old 
age by the State. This step toward social- 
ism is already being taken in Germany and 
is under serious discussion in Great Britain. 
The tendency, therefore, is toward a re- 
construction of society on other lines than 
those of individual ownership and savings. 
The only thing that can change this unde- 
sirable tendency is the opening of new fields 
for capital, and these must be found largely 
in the undeveloped regions of the earth. 

In self-defense, says Mr. Conant, the na- 
tions which have saved vast sums of money 
must take a hand in civilizing the tropics. 
“Those who do not welcome the responsi- 
“ bilities and opportunity for the absorp- 
“tion of surplus savings which this situa- 
“tion creates are fostering the discontent 
“within the old civilized countries which 
“breeds political and social revolution.” 
It is impossible to find the needful outict 
for all our capital at home. We already 
have factories enough to supply us by run- 
ning on half time. Capital is beginning to 
feed on itself. The trust movement is both 
an attempt to limit production and an at- 
tempt on the part of unscrupulous pro- 
moters to rob the gullible of their savings. 
Lack of adequate interest is forcing capital 
into precarious places where it would not 
go except under this urgent pressure. 

Mr. Conant takes a cheerful view of the 
future, because he believes he sees at least 
three great channels for the use of capital 
in the coming decades. The first of these 
is the application of electricity to the trans- 
portation systems and power plants of the 
civilized world. Several thousand millions 
of dollars will be necessary to alter the 
steam roads into electric roads, while the 
extension of the electric street car lines 


for capital “more potent than any single 
mechanical change within the present gen- 
eration.” 

The two other outlets named by Mr. 
Conant are the building of railways in un- 
developed countries and the further equip- 
ment of such countries with factories, 
looms, tools, machinery, and all the para- 
phernalia of civilization. Asia and Africa 
are the chief fields for this work, and the. 
capitalistic nation that has no outlet in 
these undeveloped continents will be in 6 
dangerous plight. Self-preservation is 
forcing the civilized nations to reclaim the 
wilderness of Africa, to open up China, and 


ing of goods to the semi-civilized races is 
less important than the opening of new 
outlets for our idle capital by building new 
railways and new manufacturing plants 
in these countries. Mr. Conant does not 
say what we are to do when the cheap labor 
of China begins to flood our Occidental mar- 
kets with factory-made goods, but he makes 
it fairly clear that we must have both Ori- 
ental markets and Oriental] openings for 
capital if we wish to escape the evil results 
of overproduction and of a glutted money 
market,

MARQUISE DE PONTENOY LETTER. 


[Copyright, 1890, by “the Ma dij 
O. Americans the late gir William 
Symons, the first British General to 
win a battle and at the same time to 
meet with his death in the Trans- 
vyaal War, pOBSsessed more than an 

ordinary amount of interest, owing to the 
fact that he had in his veins the blood of 
William Penn, the Quaker and English 
colonist in America, to whom the State of 
Pennsylvania owes its name, In fact, it was 
in connection with this colonial ancestry 
that the late General bore the name of 
William Penn Symons, and that his grand- 
mother was @ member of the house of 
Penn is demonstrated by the fact thdt her 
tomb in the churchyard of the ancient 
parish church of Botusfleming, in Corn- 
wall, bears an inscription to the fact that 
her maiden name was Agnus Penn, and that 
she was “‘a lineal descendant of the ex- 
cellent William Penn, and inherited many 
of his plous and amiable qualities.” 

There has been @ genera) disposition to 
ascribe to the dead General Hebrew origin 
by reason of his name of Symons. But the 
Symons of Hatt are one of the most ancient 
and honored families of the untitled aristoc- 
racy of the Duchy of Cornwall. In the early 

part of the century the name of Symons of 

Hatt became as familiar as that of Tich- 
borne. The great-grandfather of the dead 
General, Nicholas Symons, who was a sec- 
ond son, formed @ romantic attachment, it 
would appear, with a peasant girl. Owing 
to the vehement opposition made by his 
family and his friends to his marrying her, he 
suddenly disappeared, abandoning the gir! 
and leaving no trace or clew as to what had 
become of him. This was in the year 1780. 
Twenty-two years later—that is to say, in 
1802—his ‘elder and only brother, who had 
succeeded to the estate on-his father’s 
demise, himself passed over to the ma- 
jority, and the property was thereupon 
divided between his two sisters, each of 
whom had married a clergyman. 


A few years afterwards there appeared a 
claimant to the estates of Hatt in the shape 
of a young man who bore a striking likeness 
to many of the ancestral Symons, whose 
pictures adorned the walls of the old manor 
houge. The story which he told wags a ro- 
mantic one. He declared that he was the 

son of a man known at Liverpool by the 
posed of Nicholas Sherwood, who, after mar- 
rying a woman of the name of Robert, had 
toed accidentally drowned at the Runcorn 
Ferry, on the Mersey, in 1802, the year in 
which William Symons of Hatt had died. 
The family of the drowned man had no idea 
that he was other than Nicholas Sherwood, 
but upon a full examination of some papers 
which he had left they acquired for the first 
time a knowledge of his connection with 
Cornwall, and ultimately secured ion 
of various letters and documents which 
placed his identity beyond doubt. .It was 
further learned that after his disappearance 
from Cornwall he had secured employment 
in various occupations, and had finally set- 
tled tm Liverpool, where the claimant was 
born in 1784. 

The action came into court at the Cornish 
assizes at Bodmin, and the claimant, having 
been adjudged to have made out his case to 
the satisfaction of Judge and jury, he as- 
sumed the name of William Symons, and was 
placed in full possession of the Hatt estates, 
which he held until his death in 1882, when 
they passed to his son, who likewise bore the 
name of William, and on the latter’s — 
in 1888, to Sir William; the General just laid 
low by Boer bullets. 


The General used to be known in the army 
by the nickname of “ Quiet Symons,” owing 
to his singular reticence and modesty. In- 
deed, his patience as a listener rendered him 
wonderfully popular with his comrades. 
Though so quiet, gentle, and modest in his 
demeanor, alike with his fellow-officers and 
with his men, he was a hero on the battle- 
field in this sense, that there was at the time 
of his death no field officer of the English 
army who had ever fought so many hand-to- 
hand encounters or faced death at such close 
quarters as Sir William, who among the 
frontier tribes in India, and by the natives 
of Burmah, was believed to bear a charmed 
life. His first wound, the one which he re-

Indeed, he is a 
cousin of the Kaiser, who invariably ad- 
dresses him by the familiar pronotn of 
“thou.” It was only with the utmost re- 
huctance, and at the personal entreaty of the 
Emperor, that he consented to accept the 
office of Grand Chamberlain, stipulating, 
however, that he should have absolute con- 
trol of his department, which comprises all 
the masters of ceremonies, the chamber- 
lains, etc., and which determines questions 
of precedence and ceremonial. It is gen- 
erally understood that it is the constant in- 
terference of the Emperor in these matters 
that has led the Prince, whose temper is 
not the most patient, to insist on resigning 
his office, that, too, on eve of the visit of 
the Russian Emperor and Empress to Pots- 
dam, a circumstance which rendered his 
resignation all the more sensational, indicat- 
ing as it did marked differences of opinion 
between the Kaiser and the Duke. 

Inasmuch as the Duke of Ujest is unmar- 
ried, the heir to his title and vast estates 
is his younger brother, Prince Frederick of 
Hohenlohe, whose wife, a daughter of the 
Prussian Ambassador in London, Count 
Paul Hatzfeldt, has American blood in her 
veins. For’ Countess Paul Hatsfeldt was 
ton of Albany.

The recent innovations in the chapel sery- 
ioes me Yale University are but typical of 
what ie taking place all over the country. 
People talk re ritualism in the Church 
of England, but the extent to which ritual- 
ism is growing in Presbyterian, Congrega-e 
tional, Baptist, and even Methodist churches 
in America is as marked and as much to be 
feared—if one fears ritualism at all. The 
tendency is as marked West as East. Con- 
sregetional churches are buying liturgi 
services for | one | worship to the number o 
several hundred thousand copies a year. In 
New York City three of the most prominent 
of Presbyterian churches are imtroducing 
boy choirs, These are to sitig the proces- 
sional and recessional hymuis, sit in chan- 
céls, and wear vestments. At this moment 
joint committees are sitting op the question 
of what the vestments shall Jonslat of, and 
how they shall be made. The committee is 
said to be united on only one 
that thfe vestments shall not be those worn 
by Episcopal boy choirs. In another city 
five ministers, two Presbyterians, one Con- 
gregational, and two Lutheran, have,put on 
eden for the first time this autumn.

ritualists. 


Feeling among Methodists is strong over 
the case of the Rey.

They were good 
farmers, good navigators, and understoed 
trade. They were clever workers in wood, 
stone, and clay. They did mot have native 
minerals, but obtained copper, silver, and 
gold from foreign parts. Their pottery 
was the best in America, and they wove 
flax’ fine the Spaniards mistook it for 


Maya Architecture. 

“Maya architecture,” says Dr. Holmes, 
* with ite associated sculpture and painting, 
constitutes the best remaining index of the 
achievements of the race. The 70,000 square 
miles of the Maya territory are so dotted 
with the ruins of towns and'villages that 
the traveler is seldom out of sight of some 
mound’ or pyramid or other massive struc- 
ture. The preservation of these remains is 
wonderful, considering the 400 years of de- 
cay and destruction through which they 
have pa There is hardly a village or 
town on peninsula of Yucatan that is 
not built in some part of materials derived 
from ancient structures. Yet the work of 
demolition still goes on, and presently, un- 
Tess the Mexican government takes ade- 
quate measures to preserve them, the traces 
of the race.and its strange art will exist 
only. in books. 

The question as to the purpose of the 


Maya province has come up..again and 
again “and still remains’ imperfectly an- 
swered. In the.main they were devoted to 
religious. purposes. The Spaniards saw 
many of the Maya rites. Their most im- 
portant buildings were devoted to the gods 
and to the priesthood. There are temples 
and shrines in: almost every group of ruins. 
It is evident these were untitted for the or- 
dinary ‘purposes of dwelling, assembly, or 
defenge.. They are so solid in construction 
and ovérloaded with mythological embel- 
‘lishment as’ to be inconsistent with the 
requirements of, ordinary. secular uses.. 
ordinary dwelling houses, being: of -wood 
thatch, have disappeared, but. were 
probably like those the Mayas use today. 

i Strange Superstitions. — 

Mrs. ‘Le’ Plongeon, ‘who accompanied her 
husband during his years of exploration, 
says: ““The’ Mayas are more superstitious 
now than they were 500 years ago, for, added 
to their own queer notions,.they have a vast 
store of, strange. fancies imported by. the 
Spanish conquerors.

LIFE- SAVING EQUIPMENT. 


A glance at ‘the wreck chart shows how 


well the island deserves the designation 
given it of “ the graveyard of the Atlantic,” 
but happily .the life-saving establishment 
maintained by the government of Canada 
has attained an efficiency that now robs the 
island of half its terrors.. There are six gov- 
ernment stations on the island, including two 
lighthouses,‘ oné at the east and the other 
at the west-end, furnished with the most 
powerful modern apparatus, showing a light 
for a distance of twenty miles. 


The main station is three miles east of the 


west lighthouse, A lifeboat crew is main- 
tained there, with lifeboat and serfboat and 
breeches buoy ito pull’ the shipwrecked 
ashore. 

Btations'2 and 3 are lookout places, with 
shelter for the shipwrecked. 

Station 4 is located two’ miles west of the 
east ligtithouse. There is another eoered 
service, with line-throwing apparatus com- 
plete. 

The whole extent ‘of the sea front of the 
island is patrolled“ twite a day in thick 
weather and in snow-storms. At all other 
times the guardian-of each station has to 
patrol the coast between his station and the 
next from dawn to.dusk, The entire crew. 
on the island numbers sixteen men. Each 


] station is In charge ofa married man. There 


are consequently six wives and their cowl 


ilies on theisland. In maintaining this 
ice the Canadian government has some as- 
sistance from the British authorities. 


SUDDEN STORMS. 

*.. Mr, Matiry, writing on the terrific storms: 
spend their force’ on the island, says 
the suddenness with which they arise and 


striking phenomena of Sable Island. The 
boldest hearts are sometimes struck with 
awe if°not with terror. The full force of 


| the Atlantic beating on the shores seems 


to cause the earth to quiver to its founda- 
tions, while the people exposed to the rage 
of the tempest tremble at its fury and every 
moment expect to be hurled into the seething 
ocean, | 

Mr. 8. D.. McDonald writes: “The sun 
often rises clear, giving indications of con- 
tinued good weather, and with the excep- 
tion of the sea breaking high on the bars 
and the fretful moan of the surf as it breaks 
along the shore there is no premonition of 
the coming storm. Suddenly a dull, leaden 
haze obscures the sun. Clouds gather from 
all directions. The sky assumes a wild, 
unusual appearance. The wind begins to 
rise in fitful gusts, carrying swirls of sand 
before it. The darkness increases as the 
low, driving scud shuts in all distant ob- 
jects. Now the gale bursts in awful fury, 
whipping off the summits of the hummocks, 
carrying before it a cloud of blinding sand 
drift. Darkness adds to the horror of the 
scene, while the rain descends in a perfect 
deluge. No human voice can be htard above 
the tempest. The crinklea lightning for an 
instant lights up the mad waves ase they 
rear and lewp along the ‘beach. Then a 
sucdén calm ensues—as strange as calm. 
A few short gusts at first break this period 
of ‘tranquillity and in a few minutes the 
hurricane bursts again from the opposite 
quarter. The darkness is stil] intense, re- 
lieved only by the red glare of the lightning, 

which is quickly folowed by the crashing 
of the thunder as it strives to be heard above 
the howling of the blast. Gradually the 
storm ceases, the clouds break, and pack 
away in dense black masses to leeward, and 
the sea alone retains its wild tumult.” 


OCEAN SEEMS ABLAZE. 

One of the most striking phenomena con- 
nected with the island is the phosphortscent 
light of the sea, of which there are here 
sometimes the most magnificent and the 
most terror-inspiring displays. The ocean 
will at times appear to be in a blaze, or 


when the sea broaks high it will rise as a 
great fire, it may be to the height of fifteen 


or twenty feef. At times the weather is so 


calm and the sea so still a lad might land in 


a flat, but again when the wind is high land- 
ing is not attempted; even in ordinary 
weather tt is a work of difficulty and some- 
times of danger. 

Sable Island bank is 200 miles in length 
from east to west, and ninety in breadth 
from north to south. The summit, or 
apex, of this, being raised above the water, 
forms Sable Isiand. It is now less than 

twenty Miles jong. It forms two paralid 
ridges of loose, gray sand in a bow or cres- 
cent shape, with the inner side to the north. 
In a valley between is a fresh water-lake 
formerly sixteen miles long, now little more 
than half that length.

| presents no marked contrast to the sur- 


rounding waters. It is nearly all sand, with- 
out a rock, but with peaty soil beneath in 
places. The highest portions are the shores. 

Approaching from the north it exhibits 
a range of small sand dunes at the west 
end, rising to a height of eighty feet and 
falling away towards the east end. The 
highest cliff is 110 feet above the surface of 


‘the ocean, and much of the sea front con- 


sists of cliffs from forty to seventy feet 
high, sloping inland into plains. Much of 
the island is covered with good grasses. 
The people on the island are comfortably 
housed and provided for. They are visited 
four times a year by government vessels 
with food and stores. There is no port, and 
the visiting craft sometimes have no easy 
work coming to a secure anchorage and de- 
livering their freight safely. 


LONG, TREACHEROUS BARS. 


From the west point stretches northwest- 
erly a sand bar, dry in ordinary weather, 
for one and a half miles or more, and near- 
ly so for another mile. Then extends for 
nine miles a bar over which the sea breaks 
at all times, and still seven miles farther 
over which it breaks in heavy weather, and 
at all times shows a great ripple and cross 
seas, the whole being thus over seventeen 
miles in length._ 

From the east end a similar bar stretches 
northeasterly for seventeen miles, of which 
the first four are dry in fine weather, the 
next nine covered with heavy breakers, and 
the last four with a heavy cross sea. Thus 
the island and its bars present in stormy 
weather a continuous line for upwards of 
fifty miles of terrific breakers. 

There are three shoals or ridges parallel 
with the shore on each side, over which the 
sea breaks heavily when there is any sea 
on, rendering landing with boats difficult 
and dangerous. 

The known wrecks on the island—large as 
the list is—are supposed to be much ex- 
ceeded by the unknown. Many ships have 
struck the shoals at night, and not a vestige 
of them except floating wreckage has been 
found in the morning. 


DANGEROUS CURRENTS. 


Thé strength and irregularity of the cur- 
rents are among the phenomena of the is- 
land. Of three of these it seems to be the 
appointed meeting place. The gulf stream 
passes south of théland on tts eastward 
course. The main portion of the great Arctic 
Wewfoundiand to the west, and veascis are 
carried by it so rapidly that they are somo- 
times on the shoals of Sabie Island before 
those on board are @ware of their danger. 
Another portion, passing down the east cuast 
of Cape Breton, is deflected westward to the 
shores of Sable Island. Marvelous swirls 
around the island 4nd eddies are produced 
with terrible uncertainty of direction. Dead 
bodies and empty C@8ks will be carried round 
and round the island at certain states of the 


weather, snakibe the circuit several times 
before they finally disappear. 


ONCE A LARGE ISLAND. 
Some writers present evidence for sup- 


| posing the island 300 years ago was 200 miles | 


long with hills 800 feet high. Cattle and 
hogs were left on the island by a Portuguese 
ship before 1550. Later, mariners who had 
touched at the island reported a safe har- 
bor, trees, and bushes, with wild fruits in 
abundance, and in many places a rich, dark, 
peaty soil. It was largely resorted to for 
many years by English and French fisher- 
men for the capture of the walrus and the 
seal. The Rev. Andrew -Le Mercier, then 
pastor of the French Protestant Church, 
Boston, planted a settlement on the island 
in 1740 for the humane purpose of saving 
life, the island having even at that early 
period a terrible record for shipwrecks and 
losses of human life. In 1761 a part of the 
Forty-third Regiment, returning to England 
after the capture of Quebec by the British, 
was wrecked. The survivors built cabins of 
the wreck, and many were eventually res- 
cued and returned to England. The sites of 
those cabins are now five fathoms under the 
sea. 


RESORT OF PIRATES. 


As settlements increased on the Nova 
Scotia and New England coasts the island 


became a notorious resort for pirates and 
wreckers, and reports of murder for the 
sake of spoil became frequent. A person 
was appointed by the Governor of Nova 
Scotia by authority of the Legislature, in 
1801, to visit the island twice a year and 
eject any one found upon it not having 
the Governor's license to be there, and to 
seize all wreckage found in the possession 
of such people, 

The first life savers appointed to the island 
were sent in October, 1801, by authority of 
the Nova Scotia House of Assembly. . They 
found 400 horses on the island, the progeny 
probably of stock left by Le Mercier; and 
had with them sheep, poultry, and all kinds 
of garden seeds. Cows, horses, and wild 
cattle thrived. The sheep grew fat, but died 
fast, as it was afterwards found, ffom a 
poisonous herb. The hogs grew.wild and 
fierce and fed on dead bodies from wrecks; 
and it was decided to kill theny off. Many 
of the vegetables produced on the mainland 
were successfully raised. The life savers 
had to their credit forty-one lives and £2,300 
in value of property saved from five wrecked 
ships up to July, 180447 From that time to 
this life saving institutions have always 
been maintained on the island, which after 
confederacy came under the charge of the 
Dominion government. 

The whole island is studded with broken 
wreckage; and the hull of the fron steamer 
Moravia, which went -ashore there last 
February, is still intacton the northeast bar. 
SEALS AND WILD FOWL.

The history of the island ts full of horrors, 
of which none is more painful than the 
stories of the’! mutilation of corpses by 


wreckers from the mainland, to obtain the 


jewelry on their persons. To epitomize these 
stories alone would take the whole of the 
space allotted to this article. One, however, 


given by Haliburton in his “ Wise Saws and 


Modern Instances,” will serve as an exam- 
ple. In the year 1802 the Princess Amelia 
was wrecked on the island, having on board 
the furniture of the Queen's father, Prince 
Edward, and a number of recruits, officers 
and their wives, and women servants, 200 
souls in all. Of those who survived it was 
supposed many were murdered by the 
wreckers on shore for their property, as 
many were known to have reached the shore 
in safety who were never afterwards seen. 

Captain Torrens of the Twenty-ninth Reg- 
iment was sent to the scene of the wreck to 
make inquiries, but his own ship was 
wrecked, and he narrowly escaped losing 
his own life. Those who made their way to 
the shore with Captain Torrens dug a grave 
as large as a cellar, into which they placed 
the dead from the two wrecks. The Captain 
then visited the other part of.the island and 
found his way to a government hut. He 
made a fire, and heaped up some hay for a 
bed, and went out to explore further. Oh 


returning he found his dog barking furious-. 


ly. Entering the hut, according to Halibur- 
ton, he saw a woman sitting on one side of 
the fire, with long, dripping hair hanging 
over her shoulders, her face pale as death, 
and having no clothes on but a loose, soiled 
white dress. He addressed her; she made 


‘no reply, but held up her hand, and he saw 


one of the fingers was cut off, and the blood 
was still flowing. 


SPECTER GIVES A CLEW. 

He moved to a case he had saved which. 
contained material for bandages, whereupon 
the woman slipped out. .He followed her, 
but she had reached the lake and plunged 
in head first. Returning to the hut, Be found 
her there before him in the same place...

He asked her if she 
had been murdered for the sake of her ring, 
and the figure bowed her head -and glided 
away. Captain Torrens with grim tenacity 
followed up a clew to the. murderer and ii 
the end recovered the ring. “The story is 
mixed up in its facts and its assertions as to 
the figure of the woman must be left to the 
judgment of the reader, but it serves to show 
the reputation’ the island had. One thing 
‘fs certain, Captain Torrens did: visit the 
island,.and his visit was.in consequence of 
the shocking reports of piracy and. murder, 
and the result of it'was the removal fromm 
the island of a family of bad’ reputation, 


WOMAN SENDS LIFEBOAT. 

In 1853 Miss D. L. Dix, who had visited 
the island, was the means of sending thé 
Victoria lifeboat, a gift from Boston, t@ 
Sable Island. The donors were Abbott Law~ 
rence, Jonathan Phillips, T. H, Perking; 
William Appleton, R. C. Harper, R. B. 
Forbes, and G. N. Upton, all of Boston. Miss 
Dix also obtained from friends in New York 
and Philadelphia three other lifeboats, the 
Grace Darling of Philadeiphia and the Re- 
liance and Samaritan of New York, withe 
car called the Rescue, and complete sets of 
fittings and appliances. 

The Victoria reached Halifax in. safety, 
but the other boats were shipped in the brig 
Eleanora from New York, which was 
wrecked at Cranberry Head, near Yarmouth, 
N. 8. One of the lifeboats had been swept 
out to sea, and the two others were badly 
broken. Miss Dix had the damaged boats 
taken back to New York to be thoroughly 
repaired, and eventually the Victoria and 
Reliance, with apparatus, reached their des 
tination without further mishap. . They were 
received at the island on Nov. 11, 1855; and on 
the evening of the 26th, Sunday, the ser, 
1ees of the Reliance were brought into requl- 
sition.
